The  firll,  and  molt  dangerous,  becaufe  it 
now  acts  with  caution,  is  tint  of  the  ja- 
cobins. It  is  more  10  be  feared,  on  ac 
count  of  fome  of  the  party  being  mem- 
bers of  the  adtniniftration,  and  of  courf; 
in  pofieffion  of  the  fecrets  of  govern- 
ir.ent.  They  watch  for  an  apportunity 
to  appear  with  eclat  ;  and,  if  ever  it 
fliould  offer,  it  might  be  the  ruin  of 
France. 

"  The  fecond  is  that  of  government, 
which,  though  feemingly  ftrong,  depends 
only  on  the  wnlitary,  who  may  at  pleafure 
difcard  and  chufe  their  leaders.  The 
third  is  that  of  the  royalifts,  who  have 
not  given  up  all  hopes  of  re-inflating 
thcmlelves,  though  their  party  is  almolt 
beaten  down.
